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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Claims 8-18 

distinguish over the prior art for the reasons discussed in paragraph 2 of Applicants Remarks of 

1 1/16/05 and as below. The Examiner also notes first and second surfaces/ sides of the web are 

construed to mean the 2 opposing surfaces/ sides of a web as read in view of the specification 

[0011], and figure 1 and associated text. 

The closest electrostatically-related prior art are : FR 1436020 which applies liquid droplets 
to opposing sides of a paper sheet; US2002/01 14884 applies liquid coatings onto opposing sides 
of metal sheet; US 55508064 and 4781941 apply liquids to opposing sides of a moving sheet; US 
4296142 electrostatically applies dry organic particles to opposing, non-contacting sides of an 
inflated tubular food casing; US 3656455 applies droplets onto moving paper sheets. Given that 
the coating art does not equate liquid and dry coating particles, it is the Examinees opinion that 
the Stated Prior Art does not teach, nor fairly suggest to combine, the cited references to produce 
the invention in this Application.
